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City Council Supports Modified 
WMATA County Bus Routes 


At a special meeting of coun- 
cil on Monday, July 19 the pro- 
posed restructuring of the sev- 
eral bus routes serving Greenbelt 
were again debated, analyzed, 
“tweaked” and ultimately given 
an endorsement by a majority of 
the City Council. By a vote of 
6 to | with Councilmember Rob- 
erts voting no, council adopted 
a motion made by Councilmem- 
ber Leta Mach and seconded by 
Councilmember Konrad Herling 
that would authorize the city staff 
to communicate the city’s condi- 
tional support of a modified pro- 
posal for restructuring the Wash- 
ington Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority (WMATA ) Metro 
bus routes serving Greenbelt 
and a complementary change in 
TheBus routes that are managed 
by the Prince George’s County 
Department of Public Works and 
Transportation (DPW&T). The 
vote took place after two hours 
of presentations, comments and 
discussion on a modified proposal 
put forth by WMATA that was 
produced following the council 
meeting of July 12 and made 
available on July 19. 

Support vs. Delays 

It became apparent during the 
special meeting that the WMATA 
leadership and officials at the 
Maryland Department of Trans-

portation felt that unless there 
was city support for the proposed 
changes, the item would likely 
face further delays in the plan- 
ning process and the restructuring 
plans would be delayed. Faced 
with that dilemma the council 
majority opted to keep the re- 
structuring on a track that would 
require all input on the WMATA 
proposal by August 10, WMATA 
committee action by Septem- 
ber 9, WMATA board action 
at its meeting of September 23 
and implementation of the new 
routes on December 26. County 
DPW&T officials at the meet- 
ing indicated that the schedule 
could be accommodated by them 
and service changes for TheBus 
routes could be made at the same 
time as the WMATA changes. 
TRU-G Views 

Transit Riders United — Green- 
belt (TRU-G) was represented by 
Jennifer Errick. She reported that 
TRU-G members met to discuss 
the latest proposals on Saturday 
July 17 and there was a diversity 
of opinion on the latest proposed 
restructuring of routes. She not- 
ed that there appeared to be more 
and better bus service planned 
for some areas of the city and 
a loss of service for other areas. 
She also noted that TRU-G can- 
not speak for everyone and feels 


that there may be many people 
who are not fully aware of the 
proposed changes. She attributed 
this to insufficient public educa- 
tion by WMATA and the county 
on their proposed changes. For 
these reasons, TRU-G has opted 
to take no stand on the proposed 
changes now before the council. 
Errick listed concerns identified 
by TRU-G such as the lack of 
coordination between WMATA 
and DPW&T, a lack of assurance 
as to what the final routing map 
will look like; likely Metro Ac- 
cess cuts, the new timed transfer 
approach, lack of likely connec- 
tivity for areas of the city. The 
available maps do not show the 
actual proposed new stops, con- 
tinuing lack of Sunday service for 
Greenbelt residents dependent on 
transit and a need for more and 
better public communication on 
transit options for residents. 
Staff Recommendations 
Terry Hruby, assistant plan- 
ner for Greenbelt, had provided 
council with a list of nine condi- 
tions that city staff recommended 
as conditions for any approval by 
council for the modified restruc- 
turing plan. As part of the dis- 
cussion of the motion to support, 
councilmembers added additional

Greenbelt Community Foundation 
Awards Summer 2010 Awards 


On July 11 the Greenbelt 
Community Foundation (GCF) 
presented checks totaling over 
$13,000 to the grant recipients 
of the organization’s Summer 
2010 grant cycle at a reception 
held in the Greenbelt Arts Cen- 
ter. Representatives from the 
Greenbelt Museum, the Green- 
belt Arts Center and Camp Fire 
USA _ received money for proj- 
ects which included a restroom 
restoration, a community victory 
garden and seed money for a mo- 
bile Computer Education Program 
in Greenbelt West. 

GAC Restrooms 

The Greenbelt Arts Center 
received a $5,000 grant to help 
with the renovation of its public 
restrooms. Because of the poor 
condition of the existing facilities 
and the need to become compliant 
with current ADA regulations, the 
project begins with the removal 
of the current fixtures and a 
complete reworking of the space. 
The grant will enable them to get 
an engineering estimate and begin 
the process of designing the new 
facilities with an architect’s help. 
In accepting the award Joan Ja- 
cobs underscored the importance 
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of the project to the community 
of theater-goers and the on-going 
success of the GAC. 
Museum Garden 

The Greenbelt Museum pre- 
sented a proposal to establish a 
Victory Garden on the museum 
property on Crescent Road and 
was awarded $3,250. In addi- 
tion to being historical, the proj- 
ect is timely given the current 
economic conditions. The Vic- 
tory Garden will be linked to the 
Museum’s new exhibit on the 
history of gardening in Green- 
belt. “The Greenbelt Museum is 
extremely grateful for the Green- 
belt Community Foundation’s 
support of our new exhibition.” 
says Museum Curator Megan 
Searing-Young. “Their grant 
not only allows us to install a 
timely, relevant exhibition... 
it will also help us to bring that 
story to all areas of Greenbelt, 
including Greenbelt East and 
West, through innovative pro- 
gramming." 

Computer Center 

Using its $5,000 grant in con- 
junction with other funds, Camp 
Fire USA plans to develop a mo- 
bile computer center which will 


give access to Greenbelt West 
residents to computer equipment 
and training. According to Rose- 
mary Pezzuto, chief executive 
officer, Camp Fire USA-Patuxent 
Area Council, the computers will 
allow students and adults to have 
the necessary resources to com- 
plete homework, create resumes 
and prepare correspondence, gen- 
erate a newsletter for the com- 
munity, engage in online learning 
and participate in academic webi- 
nars hosted by Camp Fire USA. 
The Camp Fire Community Cen- 
ter at Empirian Village, Spring- 
hill Lake Elementary School, 
Springhill Lake Recreation Center 
and Greenbelt Middle School are 
among the possible sites for the 
center. 

After presenting the checks, 
GCF Co-chair Emmett Jordan 
recognized the service of out-go- 
ing GCF Advisory Board mem- 
bers Sylvia Lewis, Leta Mach 
and Barbara Simon. He also 
welcomed new Advisory Board 
members Dorrie Bates, Jim Co- 
hen, Jim Fischer, Bill Hunt, 
Barbara Havecost and Daryl

Council Reviews County 
Green Plan Legislation

The Prince George’s County 
Council approved a Green In- 
frastructure Plan in 2005 and 
introduced recent legislation to 
implement it. The county coun- 
cil was scheduled to consider the 
legislation and hold a public hear- 
ing on July 13. In anticipation, 
the Greenbelt City Council at its 
meeting on July 12 reviewed the 
legislation to provide feedback as 
part of the public hearing record. 

Changes to Regulations 

Terri Hruby, assistant director 
of the city’s Department of Plan- 
ning and Community Develop- 
ment, provided information about 
the bills (CB-26-2010 through 
CB-32-2010). Hruby thinks 
the legislation strengthens the 
county’s environmental laws and 
will enable successful enactment 
of the Green Infrastructure Plan. 

An exception to her support, 
however, concerns the legisla- 
tion’s failure to address the inter- 
est of the Greenbelt City Council 
in stream buffer widths. The 


minimum 75-foot stream buffer 
width still does not apply to all 
three tiers (Rural, Developing 
and Developed), which the city 
had recommended after reviewing 
the Plan in 2006. The legislation 
increases the minimum stream 
buffer width from 50 to 60 feet 
in the Developed Tier, to 75 feet 
in the Developing Tier and to 100 
feet in the Rural Tier. 

During the legislative process 
County Councilmember Thom- 
as Dernoga had introduced an 
amendment proposing to widen 
the minimum buffer in the De- 
veloped Tier to 75 feet to address 
water quality issues. However, 
the rest of the council did not 
offer enough support. The issue 
therefore was compromised at the 
60-feet minimum stream buffer 
width in the Developed Tier. 

Other changes are increases 
to the payments for fee-in-lieu of 
replanting destroyed woodlands and

Duck Stamp Winner 

On Saturday, July 31 from 1 
to 4 p.m. the Patuxent Research 
Refuge will hold a reception 
in celebration of Maryland art- 
ist Robert Bealle, winner of the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service’s 
2010-2011 Federal Duck Stamp 
competition. Bealle, a native of 
Waldorf, is the first Maryland art- 
ist to win this prestigious contest 
in 44 years. 

Duck stamps are pictorial 
stamps produced by the U.S. 
Postal service for the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service. They are 
not valid for postage. Created in 
1934 as the federal license required 
for hunting migratory wildfowl, 
Federal Duck Stamps are now sold 
primarily to raise funds for the 
purchase or lease of wetland habi- 
tat to be protected in the National 
Wildlife Refuge System. 

The event, which is open to 
the public at no charge, will in- 
clude live waterfowl on display, 
children’s art and craft activities 
and waterfowl research displays. 
After a brief ceremony at | p.m., 
Bealle will be available to sign 
artwork, stamps and other items 
and to meet with visitors. He will 
also be available to discuss Duck 
Stamp design with young art- 
ists interested in wildlife art and 
the Federal Junior Duck Stamp 
Program.

Rt. 201 Bridge Work 


Requires Closure 

The Maryland Highway Ad- 
ministration has advised the city 
that overnight demolition work 
that is part of the construction 
project on the Kenilworth Avenue 
(Route 201) dual bridges over the 
Beltway will necessitate double 
and triple lane closings starting 
Sunday, July 25. The work is 
expected to last up to two weeks, 
weather permitting. 

The $5 million rehabilitation 
project, begun this spring, should 
be complete by summer next 
year. As part of the overnight 
work by Pessoa Construction, 
drivers can expect lanes to be 
closed along both sides of I-95/I- 
495 overnight Sundays through 
Thursdays from 9 p.m. to 5 a.m., 
with double lane closures starting 
at 10 p.m. and possible triple lane 
closings at 11 p.m. 

Traffic on the bridge should 
be unaffected and will maintain 
the current traffic pattern. Shoul- 
der closures will continue 24 
hours a day for the duration of 
the project, as well as single lane 
closures Monday through Friday 
between 9 a.m. and 3 p.m.

Free Food Preparation 
Workshop on July 31 


On Saturday, July 31 from 2 
to 4 p.m. Transition Greenbelt 
will offer a free workshop at the 
Greenbelt Community Center, 
room 114, on two hands-on food 
preparation methods — sprouting 
and solar food drying. Workshop 
leaders will be Patri Gershanik, 
who will discuss the benefits and 
uses for sprouting nuts, grains 
and seeds and Maggie Cahalan, 
who will share methods for dry- 
ing food to preserve it beyond 
the typical life span. Participants 
will work with sprouts and pre- 
pare food for drying. 

Sprouting 

When nuts, grains and seeds 
sprout, they go through biochemi- 
cal changes, becoming rich sourc- 
es of amino acids, B vitamins, 
proteins and more. Attendees 
will learn how to sprout, the ben- 
efits of sprouting and how to cre- 
ate a “sprouting garden” at home.

ideas or specific new conditions 
that staff will incorporate into a 
final set of conditions that would 
accompany a letter of support by 
Greenbelt to WMATA. Mayor 
Judith Davis suggested that the 
letter and the list of conditions 
be made available to the city’s 
county representatives on the 
WMATA Board, Greenbelt rep- 
resentatives to the Maryland Gen- 
eral Assembly, Maryland Depart- 
ment of Transportation officials 
and to the neighboring cities of 
Berwyn Heights, College Park 
and New Carrollton. 

Hruby’s list of conditions was 
an amalgamation of specific con- 
ditions recommended by staff 
during the process and a set of 
conditions of support offered 
by the city’s Advisory Planning 
Board. That amalgamated list of 
nine conditions include: 

Nine Conditions 

e WMATA and DPW&T, in 
consultation with the City and 
Transit Riders United — Green- 
belt (TRU-G) shall develop a 
list of performance measures 
(1.e., ride counts, success rate of 
the proposed timed transfers at 
Roosevelt Center, etc. WMATA 
and DPW&T agree to provide 
the City with a performance re- 
port on a regular basis. WMATA 
and the County further agree to 
work with the city and TRU-G 
to monitor the performance mea- 
sures and identify improvements 
(i.e., expanded late night service, 
expanded Saturday service, Sun- 
day night service and the expan- 
sion of the circulator concept into 
Greenbelt East) that can be made, 
especially as additional funding 
becomes available. 

e WMATA agrees to maintain, 
at a minimum, the existing span 
of service on all new routes. 

e WMATA agrees to work 
with the State Highway Adminis- 
tration, DPW&T and the City to 
ensure that all new bus stops and 
pedestrian routes are accessible 
and safe. 

¢e WMATA and DPW&T, with 
the assistance of the City, agree 
to develop and implement a com- 
prehensive marketing campaign 


that takes advantage of all avail- 
able media outlets. 

¢ WMATA commits to pre- 
serve the implemented new rout- 
ing for a trial period which shall 
be no shorter than the industry 
standard of 18 months. If it is 
determined that minor changes 
are necessary within the first 18 
months, such changes shall not 
be implemented without the con- 
sent of the City. 

¢ WMATA will provide plan- 
ning support and funding to pro- 
vide safe, handicap accessible 
stops where new stops are being 
added on City and State roads. 

e WMATA will work with the 
City and provide financial assis- 
tance to address any safety issues 
associated with the Roosevelt 
Center being a timed-transfer 
station. 

¢ The County DPW&T agrees 
that one of its primary goals is 
to plan and implement TheBus 
service to complement WMATA 
bus service, including improving 
frequency of service and con- 
nectivity. 

e The governmental agencies 
recognize the importance of pub- 
lic participation in the planning 
and implementation processes 
and agree to hold public hearings 
on future service changes, which 
shall be properly advertised and 
held at locations and at times that 
are accessible by transit. 

Individual councilmembers 
made suggestions for adding to 
the list of conditions. In general, 
the additions were related to or 
expanded upon the staff list and 
included a focus on outreach 
to the Greenbelt business com- 
munity for transit planning and 
implementation. Councilmembers 
put a stronger focus on education 
of the ridership on the implemen- 
tation of the new routes and mea- 
sures that would reach potential 
new transit riders to assure the 
success of the changes. Other 
council suggestions related to 
the structure of the performance 
assessment process such as ap- 
propriate time intervals and the 
ability to make changes based 
upon the assessments. 
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to fines for failure to comply with 
the Woodland Conservation Ordi- 
nance. The county legislation also 
increases tree canopy requirements 
and increases from two to five 
years afforestation bonding. 

The county also prohibits 
woodland conservation easements 
on small lots and creates a dedi- 
cated Woodland Conservation 
Fund where the fees-in-lieu will 
go. The legislation encourages 
off-site mitigation to occur within 
the same subwatershed as the de- 
stroyed woodland. 

Bowie Request 

The City of Bowie had re- 
quested a revision to the stream 
buffer definition to include all 
slopes with grades of 15 to 25 
percent that are near streams, not 
just those on very erodible soils. 
This action would provide more 
protection to streams and water 
quality by removing reliance on 
ambiguous soil information. This 
suggestion was incorporated into 
the final draft of the legislation. 

The county legislation allows 
street trees to be used to meet 
woodland mitigation requirements 
under certain conditions. The 
City of Greenbelt had asked for 


this provision back in 2007. 

At the July 12 city council 
meeting Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts opposed sending a letter 
in support of the bills. Roberts 
said the legislation is too weak, 
that the city should oppose fee-in- 
lieu provisions, which other coun- 
cilmembers said should be allowed 
but considered a last resort. 

Roberts was the only council- 
member to oppose the motion to 
send a letter supporting the bill, 
with provisions reiterating the 
city’s position on the minimum 
stream buffer width in the De- 
veloped Tier and supporting the 
amendment on stream buffers sug- 
gested by the City of Bowie. 

According to Hruby, who at- 
tended the county council meeting 
on July 13, the Cities of Bowie 
and Greenbelt were represented at 
the public hearing, as were some 
environmental groups. Members 
of the building community were 
also present and spoke against the 
Bowie amendment, increased fees 
and various other changes. 

When the public hearing was 
closed, the county council intro- 
duced the bills for adoption and 
they were passed.

Pennington. 

The Greenbelt Communi- 
ty Foundation’s mission 1s to 
maintain, improve and enrich 
the quality of life in Green- 
belt by promoting cooperative 
endeavors and projects that 
celebrate, respect and build 
upon the historic legacy and 
ideals of the original Greenbelt 
plan.

The Foundation encour- 
ages associations or working 
groups that do not meet those 
categories but are organized to 
pursue projects consistent with 
the mission of the Foundation, 
to consider applying and identi- 
fying a qualifying organization 
to act as a fiscal agent for their 
project.

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Senate Committee 
Okays BARC Funds 


The Senate Appropriations 
Committee has approved the 
Fiscal Year 2011 Agriculture, 
Rural Development and Food 
and Drug Administration Ap- 
propriations Bill that includes 
an additional $6.6 million in 
special funding for BARC. The 
bill now moves to the Senate 
floor for a vote, which has not 
yet been scheduled. 

Included are the following 
for BARC, the USDA Research 
Service flagship facility, which 
celebrates its centennial this 
year and currently employs 975 
federal employees, of them 249 
scientists conducting research 
critical to farm economy and 
Americans’ health and nutrition: 
$3 million earmarked for build- 
ing improvements and deferred 
maintenance backlogs, which 
will be used to upgrade energy 
Savings, repair research labs’ 
heating and cooling systems and 
roof repairs. 

The remaining $3.6 million is 
for research projects in poultry 
disease, human nutrition, food 
safety, crop breeding and protec- 
tion, colony collapse disorder 
in bees and local food systems 
research.

Doing Well, Serving All

During major renovations of 
its regular building the Greenbelt 
Library has been temporarily 
relocated to a room in the Com- 
munity Center. It is easy to find, 
directly across from the informa- 
tion desk in the central hallway. 
Though only 11 by 21 feet, the 
room usually houses three librar- 
ians in charge of a wide variety 
of books — both fiction and non- 
fiction, hard cover, paperback and 
audio and also material on CD, 
DVD and VHS. 

While the area for brows- 
ing books is limited, new books 
are shelved daily as they arrive. 
Books are shelved in fiction and 
nonfiction sections. However, 
within each section they are ran- 
domly placed. Several patrons 
have remarked that by browsing 
the selection they have found 
new authors to read. 

Operating Hours 

The library is open Monday 
and Tuesday from 1 p.m. to 9 
p.m., Wednesday through Friday 
from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. and Satur- 
day from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. The 
busiest hours are around lunch 
and dinner time and visitors in- 
clude non-Greenbelt patrons as 
well as residents. 

Savvy patrons who use the on- 
line service (www.pgcmls.info) to 
reserve items get email notifica- 
tion when the items are available. 
Such patrons often arrive at the 
library to pick up the item within 
an hour of receiving notification, 
which really impresses the staff. 

Reading Programs 

Four separate summer read- 
ing programs are going on now 
at the library. The “Make A 
Splash, Read” program for ages 
5 and under has 20 different ac- 
tivities to choose from. “Make A 
Splash” for ages 6 to 10 offers 10 
different ways to participate. The 
“Make Waves at Your Library” 
Teen Summer Reading program 
(ages 11 through 18) includes a 
time log and a book review form 
to enter for prize drawings. 

The “Escape to Reading” pro- 
gram for adults (over 18) has a 
grand prize drawing for a One 
Night Stay at the Gaylord Na- 
tional Resort at National Harbor, 
Md. The reading programs will 
end on August 15 with the adult 
grand prize drawing deadline on 
August 16. 

There are several advantages 
to visiting the temporary library. 
All magazines — even current 1s- 





sues — can be checked out. The 
past week of newspapers is also 
available for reading. Items re- 
quested from another library are 
delivered during the week, usu- 
ally taking only two to three days 
to arrive. 

The book drop at the back 
entrance of the library building 
is still available to patrons but 
is not emptied on the weekend. 
Thus, patrons are encouraged to 
bring books to the Community 
Center library room or drop them 
off at any other library in Prince 
George’s County. 

Employees 

Although there were several 
retirements among the Greenbelt 
library staff, no staff members 
have been laid off during the 
renovation period. Several staff 
members have been reassigned to 
other libraries in the county. The 
staff at the Community Center lo- 
cation include Elizabeth Wilkins 
(librarian II), Deb Tinsley (circu- 
lation supervisor) and Ellen Utley 
(branch manager). They have 
adjusted to the temporary setting 
with grace and good will. 

Book Donations 

Because of the tight quarters, 
the library is unable to accept 
donated books and materials dur- 
ing the renovations. The staff re- 
minds patrons that the Greenbelt 
Elementary School will gladly 
accept book donations beginning 
August 1 for their book sale at 
the Labor Day Festival. 

Renovations 

The library renovations cur- 
rently underway will upgrade 
the electrical systems, including 
new energy-efficient lighting and 
more computer outlets, as well 
as additional computers. The 
interior will be repainted and the 
children’s area will have a new 
look. Several group study rooms 
will be also be created. 

Books in the library in the 
main stacks remain in place but 
have been covered with plastic. 
Books on shelving that is sched- 
uled to be replaced have been 
stored in boxes. The renovations 
are expected to be complete in 
November. 

Until then, come and check 
out items at the Community Cen- 
ter location — the limit per patron 
is 75 items.

I was reading in bed last Fri- 
day morning — it was around 
5 o’clock — when someone (I 
thought) violently rattled my 
storm door. Very strange, since 
it was already light and whoever 
it was could be seen easily. I 
peered through the drawn blinds 
to look out on — no one. Only 
later did I learn that what rattled 
my door had been an earthquake 
— centered near, but deep beneath, 
Rockville. 

Naturally I thought back to 
other earthquakes I had known. 
In my somewhat nomadic past, 
I have lived in earthquake-prone 
places — one year on Luzon Is- 
land in the mountainous Philip- 
pines, some seven months in 
the northern mountain region of 
Japan. 

And, yes, while inspecting 
the grass lawn outside our Red 
Cross club in Batangas, Batan- 
gas (that’s the major port city of 
the province of the same name 
on Luzon) I felt the earth stir. 
Nothing more. 

“What was that!” we all ex- 
claimed. 

[’ll come back to Luzon in a 
moment. But let me take you 
to that mountainous, earthquake- 
prone country of northern Japan 
and the capital city of the pre- 
fecture — Yamagata, Yamagata. 
(For some reason I kept ending 
up in places with names like hic- 
cups. “Yama,” of course, means 
“mountain. ’’) 

And nothing happened at all 
— not a single earth tremor. 

Was I lucky? Or was I de- 
prived? 

Mount Pinatubo 

My second assignment on 
Luzon had been in the province 
of Zambales, an hour or more 
north by jeep from Subic Bay, 
the major American naval base 
before, and after, World War 
II. We were at a tiny army base 
near a small town called San 
Marcelino. 

And looming overhead was an 
impressive major mountain called 
Pinatubo — an extinct volcano, 
we were told. It had last erupted 
some four centuries earlier. But 
it had left behind a relic — a 
strange black sand that formed 
the beaches of the not-so-distant 
provincial shore. 

On a day off, an officer friend 
and I decided to drive as far as 
we could go by jeep up the slope 
of that mountain. It was a rocky, 
rutted trail — more pathway than 
road. And finally it petered away 
to nothing. There was nothing 
for us to do but stop and look. 

That’s what we were doing 
when two native boys in loin 
cloths — negritoes, as they were 
called — came forth to look at us. 
(The native negritoes had been 
pushed up into the mountains 
centuries earlier by the arrival of 
more accomplished, and hostile, 
tribes.) 

There is nothing more to tell 
of that adventure. We drove 
back, of course, and resumed our 
daily lives. 

Then, before long, another 
experience of nature at her worst 
awaited us — enduring the winds 
and rain of a major hurricane. 
Luckily our base was at the 
storm’s fringe. Our billet sur- 
vived basically intact, though our 
Red Cross club lost half its roof. 

I later saw how the storm’s 


fury had demolished sections 
of roadway further north on the 
route from Manila to the mili- 
tary rest resort of Baguio. For 
three weeks that road had been 
closed as crews worked to repair 
broken sections washed away 
down the mountainside leading 
there. Our convoy was the first 
to use it once the route had been 
reopened and I am here to say 
some stretches took my breath 
away. 
Local Quakes 

Which brings me back to se- 
rene, unmountainous sections of 
the United States. I was sitting 
— alone — in the living room of 
my parents’ home in Ann Ar- 
bor some time after my return 
from the Far East. I was in a 
comfy easy chair, reading, as I 
remember. Suddenly I looked up 
— startled — as the chair moved 
noticeably beneath me. I had 
never before felt an earthquake 
in Michigan, though I had lived 
there all my life. 

And so now — a minor earth- 
quake in this area of Maryland. 


The whole world knows what 
happened to Mount Pinatubo 
— that “extinct” volcano I had 
so innocently ascended. In June 
1991 it erupted in what has been 
described as “the most violent, 
destructive volcanic event of the 
20th century.” Heavy ash falls 
blanketed most of three prov- 
inces — Zambales, Tarlac and 
Pampanga. 

Can my friends from San Mar- 
celino, close to the mountain, 
possibly have survived? And 
what of the negrito children I had 
seen on its very slopes? — now 
adults, had they lived so long? 

A second major explosion took 
place on the fifth day after the 
first eruption and a fourth one the 
day after that. Nineteen, all told, 
occurred on the seventh day. 

A tornado leveled La Plata 
in nearby Maryland and another 
took two lives at the university 
in College Park. 

I don’t know about you. But 
as I close out my 90th decade, I 
have strong regard for nature’s 
renewed and renewing wrath. 
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Please help the Outstanding Citizen Committee 
find the next outstanding citizen.
